Passed Away In Presence of Car- 
dinals and Papal Officials. 


OREGLIA 
NOW 
ACTING 
P O P E 


Home. July 21.—Pope Leo XIIL is 
dead. The last flicker of life expired 
at four minutes past 4 o'clock yester^ 
day afternoon, and the pontiff now lies 
at rest 


The period of over two weeks that 
t'ope Loo passed In the shadow of

death was no less \Yonderful than his 
life, Kih Bplendld battle against dis- 
ease waa watched the world over with 
sympathetic admiration, and ended only 
after a series of tremendous efiorts to 
conquer 
the weakness 
of 
his 
aged 
frame by the marvellous will power of 
his mind. The pleuro-pneumonia with 
which his holiness had been suffering 
was scarcely so responsible for his 
death as that inevitable decay of tissue 
which ensued upon 93 years of life. 
The tested steel which had bent so 
often before human ills was bound to 
break at last 


Pope 
Leo's 
final 
moments 
were 
marked by that same serenity and de- 
votion, and, when he was conscious, 
that calm Intelligence, which Is asso- 
ciated with his 25 years' pontificate. 
His was no easy death. An hour be- 
fore he died, turning to Dr. Lapponi 
and lUs devoted valet, Pio Contra, he 
BQurmured, "The pain 
suffer Is most 
terrible." Yet, his parting wwds were 
not of physical anguish that he suf- 
fered, but were whispered benedictions 
upon the cardinals, on his nephews, 
who knelt at the bedside, and the last 
look of his almost sightless eyes was 
towards the -great ivory crucifix hang- 
ing In the death chamber. 
Practically 
all the cardinals now In Rome, kneel- 
ing at the bedside, watched the passage 
of his soul. Earlier in the day Cardinal 
Serafino Vannutelli had impressively 
pronounced the absolution in artleulo 
mortis. 


The last conscious act of the pon- 
tiff was to turn his eyes toward the 
groat crucifix on the wall, after which 
he suffered from a paroxysm of chok- 
ing, during which he passed 
away. 
Then the silence of the awe-stricken 
assemblage was broken by the sono- 
rous, solemn voice of Cardinal Sera- 
fino Vanutelli, the grand penitentiary, 
Intoning the requiem aeternam 
(rest 
eternal)'. 


This was the signal for an outburst 
of tears and sound of weeping, which 
could not longer be repressed, all the 
kneeling prelates and others kissing 
the dead hand—that hand whlf^h had 
dispersed eo many benefltg, charities 
and benedictions. 


After the death the doctors waited 
•ome minutes. 
Then they applied the 
usual death 
test«. Finding that 
his 
holiness had passed away they noti- 
fied Cardinal 
Oreglla, the 
cardinal 
camerlengo of the Holy See. 


Oreglia was conducted to the papal 
apartment by the head chamlierlaln^ 
the aijostolic notary and the physi- 
cians. 
On arriving at the bed cham- 
ber Cardinal Ore&lia knocked 
three 
times on the door, and, receiving no 
response, he entered and approached 
the corpse: Taking a small silver mal- 
let. h^ lightly struck the dead pope's 
forehead ihrice^ and thrice, called him 
by n^ime. 


There heing^ng anjBwer^. the cardi- 


nal removed from the popo'p 
ftniier 
thp "annlrt ;?lscatorio/* or 
fisherman's 
ring, the si^rn of papal authority, and 
then formally declared Pope Leo XIII 
dead. 
From the moment ho removed 
the ring Cardinal Oroirlla became the 
executive oificer of the Holy Sec and 
the depositary of Us ti^mporal powor. 


This morning the diplomatic body* 
the high dlj^nltarles and tho Roman 
aristocracy 
ouprcd the hall to pay 
their tributes of respect to all that re- 
mains of thp pope, who won tho re- 
spect and affection of the world. This 
afternoon the body was arrayed in all 
the glory of the pontifical robfis. the 
mitre replnclng the hood, and at sun- 
set It was taken into the chapel of the 
Sncrament of St. Peter's, where for 
three aays the public will be given an 
opporttiuity of paying a last farewell. 


Saturday night the body of tho pope 
will bo sprlnklLHl with holy \Yater by 
the Chapter oi St. Peter's. 
It will 
then bo takon nt the hoad of a pro- 
cession around the Basilica and en- 
tombed to the s'ralnp of thp "MIb- 
eroro/' Intoned by singem of tho Julia 
Chapel. 


Tn the chapel choir, where tho Inter- 
ment will occur, the bier m\;5t enter 
head 
first, 
according to tlU' church 
j law. The ceremony will end with the 
celebration of a requiem on Sunday.

was almost entirely lost. 
Still, he 
made a marvellous display of his en- 
ergy, and even his death was really 
grand. 
It was resigned, calm and se- 
rene. Very few examples can be given 
of a man of such advanced ap:e after 
so exhaustive an Illness showing such 
supreme courage in dying. 
The pon- 
tiff's last breath was tnken exactly at 
four miniUes past 4. I approached a 
ligiited 
candle 
to his 
muuth 
three 
times, according to the traditional cer- 
emonial» and aiterv/nrd declared 
the 
pope to be no mere. I thf^n went to in- 
form CardiTial Oreglia. the dean of thfi 
sacred college, who Imniedlately as- 
sumed full power and !e;avc orders that 
the Vatican be cleared of all curious 
persons having no right to be therein. 
Contemporaneously 
the cardinal 
in- 
structed Monsignor Righi, master of 
ceremonies, to send the Swiss Guards 
from the Clementine Hall to close all 
the entrances to the Vatican and dis- 
miss all persons from the death cham- 
ber, the body being entrusted to the 
Franciscan penitentiaries." 


Meantime, events of momentous im- 
portance to Catholic Christendom were 
occurring. The 
death 
of Pope 
Leo 
meant the passing of the 
supreme 
power into the hands of (ho sacred 
college of cardinals as Us temporary 
custodian during the interregnum. 


The perfect administraiivemachinery 
of the church i}rovided 
iigainst t he- 
slightest interruption of the governing 
authority. 
As the senior member of 
the sacrod college, Cardinal Oreglia, to 
whom the pope solemnly confided the 
interests of the church, has now be- 
come the exponent of the cardinals 
until Pope Leo's succebsor has been 
elected. This has brought forth Car- 
dinal Oreglia as the striking person^il- 
ity of the hour. 


The cardinal is the exact antithesis 
of Pope Leo, having nune ot the late 
pontiff's sympathetic and. benevolent 
characteristics. He comes from a noble 
Pledmontege stock, and Ills nobflity is 
shown in his haughty nnd austere bear- 
ing, He is not popular among his col- 
leagues or the Romans, and his brusque 
manner has earned him the title of 
"The Piedmont liear." He Is tall and 
robust, and his 74 y«ars are shown by 
the whitenebs of hlii hair. His face has 
the tawny hue of old parchment, and is 
deeply lined. Despite his austerity, the 
cardinal's learning and piety are uni- 
versaily recognized. 


This Is the man who for the time 
being is practically pope. It was he 
who Issued the orders to clear the Vat- 
ican from intruders and brought tran- 
quillity out of the confusion imme- 
diately following Pope Leo's death. 


The viscera of Pojje

placed in an earthen urn and provis- 
ionally deposted in the crypl of

Peter s, was removed at midnight to 
a magnificent urn, which, earried by 
Monsignors Marzolim and Arr^eli, was 
taken in a Vatican carriage to the 
Church of St. Vimx-nt AnastafoiiiH.

A death mask of Leo XIII. was taken 
by Commendator Galll, director of the 
Vatican museum, 
Tho delicate work 
was successfully executed, and tho re- 
sult is considered highly satisfactory. 
For some time it was thought that no 
death mask would be taken, but the 
great sorrow expressed over the first 
decision not to have such a precious 
memento of such a noble man infiu- 
enced the family of tke pope to recon- 
sider their earlier decision. 


The nill of Pope Leo XTII. has not 
yet been opened» and consequently all 
alleged news con'^orninK it and the mil- 
lions he is said to have loft to tho 
church Is merely ImaRinary. 


Yesterday was note bio -for tho im- 
pressive ceremonial of thi> recognition 
of the death of the pope, which oc- 
curred In the morning in tho chamber 
in which he died. 
Thereafter only 
t' •'ne who were admitted were con- 
cerned in the eml)alming of the body, 
an operation which occupied six hours. 
Meantime the authorities of tho Vati- 
can proceeded with 
the 
prearations 
for (he funeral and the conclave and 
the 
acknowledgment 
oi 
the 
condo- 
lences 
which 
had 
been 
received. 
Among the latter was a notable mes- 
sage irom the German emperor. 


The greatest interest is now cen- 
tered in the work of the holy con- 
clave, which is to select the successor 
of Leo XIII. 
Speculation, prophecies 
and predictions come from every di- 
rection in favor of the various Ciandl- 
dates. 
The comparatively long Illness 
of Leo has had the effect of narrowing 
the chances of some who entored the 
contest with what was thought to be 
the brightest prospects, while It 
has 
brought forward the prominence of 
others who at first w^^re hardly con- 
sidered. 
The result is that they are 
all now on about the same level 
It 
Is said that there has never been a 
conclave in which there are so manv 
candidates who have a fair chance of 
winning

Pontiff's Career In Brief From Birth 
to Present Time. 


His late holineKs was born at Car- 
plneto, in the diocese of Anagnl, in the 
Papal States, on March 2. 1810, being 
christened in the name of 
Joachim 
Vincent. 
The Society of Je.sus, which 
it was afterwards the first care of his 
uontificate to restore to its ancient po- 
sition in the councils of the church, 
was 
entrusted 
with 
his 
education, 
voung Pecci being sent at the age of 
S years to the Jesuit College at Vlbor 
bo, where he rem.fintjd uniil his 14tli 
year, 
V/hen he was 18 years old he 
secured the first pi i/.e for chemistry 
and physics. 
His aptitude for natural 
science, however, in no way Interfered 
with his taste for literature and clas- 
sical studies, and even in those early 
days ho was remarkable fur the ele- 
gance and purity of his Latm, which 
subsequently found such notjible ex- 
pression not only m his encycllcais end 
ecclehlastiial work, but in the higher 
plane of poetry. 
He obtained i'n 1831 
the degree of doctor of divinity and 
entered the Acadony of Noble Ecclo- 
ciastlcs to study law and dlplM^TUcy 
and thus qualify himHulf for joimng 
what may be tei'iaed the papal diplu- 
jnatlc service, and became converi: 'ut 
with the system of the spiritual gov- 
ernment. 


In 1837 Joachim Pecci received this 
sub-deaconaie and diaconate, and on 
^larch 14 of 
the 
same 
year 
Gre- 
gory XVI made him a domestic pre- 
late, his first promotion, witii the title 
of monsignor. 


On December 23, 3837, he was or- 
dained priest by Cardinal Ouescalchi, 
saying his first mass in the chapel of 
St. Stanislaus at tlie Jesuit Noviciate 
of 
St^ Andrea. 
iCarly In 1^38 Mgr. 
Pecct was named governor of the papai 
province of lienevento, and, like Six- 
tU6 V, busied hinn/etf with the suppres- 
sion of brigandaj;©.

After leaving 
Brussels tho nuncio» 
paid a visit to London.

February. 1?46, and In the same year* 
ho was consecrated archbishop of Pe- 
rugia. 
Ho continued In this posltlom 
for tho 32 years which Intervened be- 
fore his n\ectlon to tho highest position^ 
tn the church, his tenure of tho episco- 
pate coinciding exactly with the 3ii 
years of the reign of Plus IX. 
Such", 
sticcess did not pass unnoticed, and ia» 
1850 Mgr. Pecci was elevated to the. 
dignity of cardinal priest. 


At the consistory held in 1877 Car- 
dinal Pecci wa» appointed camerllngO' 
of tho Roman church, which gave him 
chief chai'ge of tho temporalities of 
the Holy See. 
In this capacity 11 fell, 
to his task to make the nccessapy ar- 
ranjieinents for the conclave for the^ 
eloctlnn of a new pope after tho death, 
of Pius IX, in February, 1878. 
Thoi 
conclave lasted 36 hours, and at the- 
third ballot Cardinal Pecci was elect- 
ed supreme pontiff and took the name^ 
of Loo XIII, after the famous Pope» 
Loo X, for whom he had a great ven** 
oration. 
He was crowned on March Si 
with the tiara, or triple crowm. thoi 
ceremony taklj?g place not In St. Pe-- 
ier's» where all hir. predecessors but, 
one had been crowned siiice lBi>5, but" 
in the Sistlne chapel In the Vatican, 
whore the conclave had be_en hold. 


T H E N E W S A T W A S H I N G T O N 


Apostolic Delegate Issues Address to 
Catholic Archbishops and Bishops. 
Washington, July 21.—The first defi- 
nlte announement of the denth of Pope 
Loo niadp to his Immediatie representa- 
tive in Washington, Apostolic Delegate 
Palconl, was conveyed to him tln'ougb. 
a press bulletin. Four hours later the 
ofliclal confirmation of the news came. 
During the afternoon the d'degatiODt 
was visited by many of the Catholic- 
clergy, anxious to know if the news- 
paper annoimcements were true, and 
if so, to leave their expressions of 
sympathy and condolence. 


The official announcement 
of 
the» 
pope's death. ^Yrltten In Italian, and a? 
translated by Dr. Rocker, read as fol- 
lows: 


"Rome, July 20, 1903. 
"Monsignor Falconlo, Apostolic Dele- 
gate, Washington: 
"With deepest sorrow 1 announce to> 
you the death of the holy fathei*, whlcn 
occurred this afternoon at 4 o'clock 
His holiness died surrounded by the 
sacred college. 


"M. CARDINAL RAMPOLLA." 
Delegate Falconlo also immediately 
prepared and gave out the followln?. 
address to the archbishops and blshops^i 
of the Catholic church, of whom there 
are 90 In America: 


"Your Lord.ship—It Is my painful 
duty to convey to you the sad intelli- 
gence of the death of our holy father, 
the pope, which occurred today. As In 
life, 80 In death, the august pontiff has 
shown such wonderful example of se- 
rious thought, of determination of char- 
acter, of sweetness of hearty piet: an! 
Christian fortitude as to evoke In all 
lands the most striking manifestation, 
of reve..nii' and respect Leo XIII, U 
dead. In him the world has lost o pro- 
found scholar, a distinguished states- 
man, a lover and a protector of right 
and Justice, has lost one whoso power 
for amelioration of society has been ex- 
ercised with such consummate 
skill 
and earnestness as to be felt every- 
where and to gain for him universal 
admiration, 
Hence his death Is de- 
plored by all without distinction of 
saatlonaljty or creed. However, for us 
Catholics the loss is greater and still 
more keenly felt. In Leo XIll., beirid( ^ 
the scholar, the statesman, the philan- 
thropist, we have lost our splrjtuul 
father, 
the suprenje pastor 
of 
our 
church, him who during his long pon- 
tificate has watched with Incessant so- 
licitude for our spiritual welfare and 
has spured no labor to proclaim farthe r 
and wider the kingdom of his divii - 
master. His reign recalls to our mintib 
the brightest days of the papaoy.

IS DEAD 


Passed Away In Presence of Car« 
dînais and Papal Officials. 


OREGLIA NOW ACTING POPE 


Rome, iuly 21.—Pope Leo XIII. la 
dead. The last flicker of life expired 
At four minutes past 4 o'clock yester«- 
day afternoon, and the pontiff now lies 
at rest 
The period of over two weeks that 
Pope Leo passed In the shadow of

death was no less \vonderfuI than his 
life, Kih Bplendid battle against dis­ 
ease was watched the world over with 
sympathetic admiration, and ended only 
after a series of tremendous efforts to 
conquer the weakness of his aged 
frame by the marvellous will power of 
his mind. The pleuro-pneumonia with 
which his holiness had b«en suffering 
was scarcely so responsible for his 
death as that inevitable decay of tissue 
which ensued upon 93 years of life. 
The tested steel which had bent so 
often before human ills was bound to 
break at last, 
Pope 
Leo's 
final 
moments 
were 
marked by that same serenity and de­ 
votion, and, when he was conscious, 
that calm intelligence, which is asso­ 
ciated with his 25 years' pontificate. 
His was no easy death. An hour be­ 
fore he died, turning to Dr. Lapponi 
and llis devoted valet, Pio Centra, he 
murmured, **The pain 
suffer is most 
terrible." Yet, his parting words wore 
not of physical anguish that he suf­ 
fered, but were whispered benedictions 
upon the cardinals, on his nephews, 
who knelt at the bedside, and the last 
look of his almost sightless eyes was 
towards the ‘great ivory crucifix hang­ 
ing in the death chamber. Practically 
all the cardinals now in Rome, kneel­ 
ing at the bedside, watched the passage 
of his soul. Earlier in the day Cardinal 
Serafino Vannutelli had Impressively 
pronounced the absolution in artlculo 
mortis. 
The last conscious act of the pon­ 
tiff was to turn his eyes toward the 
great crucifix on the wall, after which 
he suffered from a paroxysm of chok­ 
ing, during which he passed away. 
Then the silence of the awe-stricken 
assemblage was broken by the sono­ 
rous, solemn voice of Cardinal Sera- 
fino VanuteJli, the grand penitentiary, 
Intoning the requiem aeternam (rest 
eternal)’. 
This was the signal for an outburst 
of tears and sound of weeping, which 
could not longer be repressed, all the 
kneeling prelates and others kissing 
the dead hand—that hand which had 
dispersed so many benefits, charities 
and benedictions. 
After the deafh the doctors waited 
•ome minutes. Tken they applied the 
usual death tests. Finding that his 
holiness had passed away they noti­ 
fied Cardinal Oreglia, the cardinal 
camerlengo of the Holy See. 
Oreglia was conducted to the papal 
apartment by the head chaTnjierlain, 
the apostolic notary and the physi­ 
cians. 
On arriving at the bed cham­ 
ber Cardinal Oreglia knocked three 
times on the door, and, receiving no 
response, he entered and approached 
th© corpse: Taking a small silver mal­ 
let. hq lightly struck the dead pope's 
forehead ihrice^ and thrice, called him 
by n?ime. 
There beijig^no snjBvver#, tthe cardi- 


nal remov*'d from the popoV fiuwr 
th^ 
piscatorio.** or fisherman’s 
ring, the si^n of papal authority, and 
then formally declared Pope Leo XHI 
dead. 
From the moment ho removed 
the ring Cardinal Oreglia became the 
executive oii^cer of the Holy Sec and 
the depositary of its tc^mporal power. 
This morning the diplomatic body, 
the high dignitaries and the Roman 
aristocracy cuered the hall to pay 
tholr tributes of respect to ail that re* 
maiuf< of the pope, who won the re­ 
spect and affection of the world. This 
afternoon the body w^as arrayed in all 
the glory of the pontifical robes, the 
mitre replacing the hood, and at sun­ 
set it was taken into the chapel of the 
Bncrament of St. P(?ter’s, where for 
three aays the public will be given an 
opportunity of paying a last farewell. 
Saturday night the body of the pope 
will be sprinkled with holy water by 
the Chapter oi St. Peter’s, 
It will 
then be taken nt the head of a pro- 
ce.ssion around the Basilica and en­ 
tombed to the strains of the “Mis­ 
erere.** intoned by singer* of the Julia 
Chapel. 
Tn the chapel choir, where tbo inter­ 
ment will occur, the bier m\i5t enter 
head first, according to tlu* church 
j law. The ceremony will end with the 
celebration of a requiem on Sunday.

although in the last two 
.rs Pope 
Leo made a supreme effort to iiathor 
together all his energies. He succeeded 
In recognizing those about him by 
the sound of their voices, as hlb sight 
was almost entirely lost. 
Still, he 
made a marvellous display of his en­ 
ergy, and even his death w^as really 
grand. 
It was resigned, calm and se­ 
rene. Very few examples can be given 
of a man of such advanced age after 
so exhaustive an illness showing such 
supreme courage in dying. 
The pon­ 
tiff’s last breath was taken exactly at 
four minutes past 4. I approached a 
lighted candle to his mouth three 
times, according to the traditional cer­ 
emonial, and aiterv/ard declared the 
pope to be no mere. I th^n went to in­ 
form CardiTial Oreglia, the dean of the 
sacred college, who hninedlately as­ 
sumed full power and ?;avc orders that 
the Vatican be cleared of all curious 
persons having no right to be therein. 
Contemporaneously the cardinal in­ 
structed Monsignor Righi, master of 
ceremonies, to send the Swiss Guards 
from the Clementine Hall to close all 
the entrances to the Vatican and dis­ 
miss all persons from the death cham­ 
ber, the body being entrusted to the 
Franciscan penitentiaries.’* 
Meantime, events of momentous im­ 
portance to Catholic Christendom were 
occurring. The death of Pope Leo 
meant the passing of the supreme 
power into the hands of the sacred 
college of cardinals as Its temporary 
custodian during the interregnum. 
The perfect adminih:traiivemachinery 
of the church provided against the 
slightest Interruption of the governing 
authority. 
As the senior member of 
the sacrod college, Cardinal Oreglia, to 
whom the pope solemnly confided the 
interests of the church, has now be­ 
come the exponent of the cardinals 
until Pope Leo*s succehsor has been 
elected. This has brought forth Car­ 
dinal Oreglia as the striking porson;il- 
ity of the hour. 
The cardinal is the exact antithesis 
of Pope Leo, having none ot the late 
pontiff’s sympathetic and. benevolent 
characteristics. He comes from a noble 
Piedmontese stock, and his nobility is 
shown in his haughty and austere bear­ 
ing, He is not popular among his col­ 
leagues or the Romans, and his brusque 
manner has earned him the title of 
“The Piedmont Dear.'* He is tall and 
robust, and his 74 years are shown by 
the whiteness of his hair. His face has 
the taw^ny hue of old parchment, and is 
deeply lined. Despite bis austerity, the 
cardinal's learning and piety are uni­ 
versally recognized. 
This is the man who for the time 
being is practically pope. li was he 
who Issued the orders to clear the Vat­ 
ican from intruder« and brought tran­ 
quillity out of the confusion imme­ 
diately following l^ope Leo's death. 
The viscera of Pojje J^eo. wiilch was 
placed in an earthen urn and provis­ 
ionally deposted in the crypjt of St- 
l^eter s, was removed at midnight to 
a magnificent urn, which, carried by 
Monsignors Marzolim and Arr^eli, was 
taken an a Vatican carrjagG to the 
Church of St. Vincent Anasiafcn:?«.

A death mask of Leo XIll. was taken 
by Commendator Oalll, director of the 
Vatican museum. The delicate work 
was successfully executed, and the re­ 
sult is considered highly satisfactory. 
For some time It was thought that no 
death mask would be taken, but the 
great sorrow expressed over the first 
decision not to have such a precious 
memento of such a noble man influ­ 
enced the family of tke pope to recon­ 
sider their earlier decision. 
The nill of Pope Leo XTII. has not 
yet been opened, and consequently all 
alleged news concerning it and the mll- 
llotis he Is said to have loft to the 
church is merely Imaginary. 
Yesterday was note hie for the im­ 
pressive ceremonial Of thi^ recogtiitlon 
of the death of the pope, which oc­ 
curred In the morning in the chamber 
in which he died. 
Thereafter only 
t’ ^^>e who were admitted were con- 
ceined in the embalming of the body, 
an operation w^hlch occupied six hours. 
Meantime the authorities of the Vati­ 
can proceeded w’ith the prearationa 
for the funeral and the conclave and 
the acknowledgment oi the condo­ 
lences 
which 
had 
been 
received. 
Among the latter was a notable mes­ 
sage Irom the German emperor. 
The greatest interest is now cen­ 
tered in the w'ork of the holy con­ 
clave. which is to select the successor 
of Leo XIII. 
Speculation, prophecies 
and predictions come from every di­ 
rection In favor of the various candi­ 
dates. The comparatively long Illness 
of Leo has had the effect of narrowing 
the chances of some who tntured the 
contest with what was thought to be 
the brightest prospects, while It has 
brought forward the prominence of 
others who at first w<^re hardly con­ 
sidered. 
The result is that they are 
all now on about the same level 
It 
is said that there has never been a 
conclave in which there are so manv 
candidates who have a fair chance of 
winning 
The most prominent candidates for 
tho succp««?lon are Cardinals Gotti, 
Oreglia, *..i;llardi, Serafino, Vannutel­ 
li, ("apecelatro. Sarto. Rampolla 
•>! 
Pietro, Stampa, Ferrari, Satolll and 
Richelmy. 


POPE LEO'S LIFE WORK 


Pontiff's Career In Brief From Birth 
to Pretent Time. 
His late holiness was born at Car- 
plneto, in the diocese of Anagni, in the 
Papal States, on March 2, 1810, being 
christened in the name of 
Joachim 
Vincent. 
The Society of Jesus, which 
it was afterwards the first care of his 
uontificate to restore to its ancient po­ 
sition in the councils of the church, 
was 
entrusted 
with 
his 
education, 
voung Pecci being sent at the age of 
S years to the Jesuit College at Vlber 
bo, where he rem.iined uniil his 14tii 
year. 
Vv^hen he was 18 years old he 
secured the first pii/e for chemistry 
and physics. 
His aptitude for natural 
science, however. In no way inlnrfered 
with his taste for literature and clas­ 
sical studies^ and even in those early 
days he was remarkable foi: the ele­ 
gance and purity of his Latm, which 
subsequently found such notjible ex­ 
pression not only m his encyclicals and 
ecclehia&tiial work^ but in the higher 
plane of poetry. He obtained fn 1831 
the degree of doctor of divinity and 
entered the Academy of Noble fiicclo- 
ciastics to study law and diplomacy 
and thus qualify himself for joining 
what may be termed the papal dijrlu- 
matic service, and became convert: »nt 
with the system of the spiritual gov­ 
ernment. 
In 1837 Joachim Pecci received the 
sub-deaconate and diaconate, and on 
March 14 of 
the 
same 
year 
Gre­ 
gory XVI made him a domestic pre­ 
late, his first promotion, witii the title 
of monsignor. 
On December 23, 3837, he was or­ 
dained priest by Cardinal Odescalchi, 
saying his first mass in the chapel of 
St. Stanislaus at tJie Jesuit Noviciate 
of 
St^ Andrea. 
Early in 1^38 Mgr. 
Pecct was named governor of the papal 
province of lienevt^nto, and, like Six­ 
tus V, busied hini;/elf with the suppres- 
iion of brigandaji©. 
The yonng ecci-esiastic, in 1S43,* was 
called to «xenibe his talents in^i more

post, 
being

bishop crl DamieUa, m Panibus, and 
sent to £tt’uh>sels 
pai>^i numio.

Ho continued in this posltlom 
for the 32 years which Intervened be* 
fore his n\ectlon to the highest position^ 
tn the church, his tenure ot the episco- 
pate coinciding exactly with the 3}) 
years of the reign of Plus IX. 
SucU*. 
success did not pass unnoticed, and la» 
1850 Mgr. Pecci waa elevated to the» 
dignity of cardinal priest. 
At the consistory held In 1877 Car­ 
dinal Pecci was appointed camerlingo* 
of the Roman church, which gave him 
chief chai’ge of the temporalities of 
the Holy See, 
In this capacity it fell, 
to his task to make the necessary ar­ 
rangements for the conclave for the' 
election of a new pope after the death, 
of Pius IX, in February, 1878. 
Tho^ 
conclave lasted 36 lionrs, and at the* 
third ballot Cardinal Pecci was elect­ 
ed supreme pontiff and took the name^ 
of Loo XIII, after the famous Popc' 
Leo X, for whom he had a great ven-* 
oration. 
He was crowned on March S 
with the tiara, or triple crowm, thoj 
ceremony taklijg place not In St. Pe-- 
ier's, w'here all hic> predecessors but. 
one had been crowned si¡nce lBi>5. but- 
in the Sistine chapel In the Vatican,

THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON 


Apostolic Delegate Issues Address to 
Catholic Archbishops and Bishops. 
Washington, July 21.—The first dell- 
Jilte announement of the death of Pope 
Leo madp to his ImmediatJe representa­ 
tive in Washington, Apostolic DeJugate 
Falconl, was conveyed to him tln’ougb. 
a press bulletin. Four hours later the 
ofilclal confirmation of the news came. 
During the afternoon the d*'legationi 
was visited by many of the Catholic- 
clergy, anxious to know if the news­ 
paper announcements were true, and 
If so, to leave their expressions of 
sympathy and condolence. 
The official announcement of the» 
pope’s death, written in Italian, and a? 
translated by Dr. Rocker, read as fol- 
lows: 
*'Rome, July 20, 1903. 
''Monsignor Falconio, Apostolic Delo- 
gate, Washington: 
“With deepest sorrow I announce to> 
you the death of the holy father, whlcn 
occurred this afternoon at 4 o'clock 
His holiness died surrounded by the 
sacred college. 
‘‘M. CARDINAL RAMPOLLA," 
Delegate Falconio also immediately 
prepared and gave out the foUowIn?. 
address to the archbishops and bishops« 
of the Catholic church, of whom there 
are l?0 In America: 
“Your Lordship—It is my painful 
duty to convey to you the sad intelli­ 
gence of the death of our holy father, 
the pope, which occurred today. As in 
life, 90 in death, the august pontiff has 
shown such wonderful example of se­ 
rious thought, of determination of char­ 
acter, of sweetness of hearty piet: an l 
Christian fortitude as to evoke In all 
lands the most striking manifestation, 
of reve.»ni (- and respect Leo XIII. i¿ 
dt»ad. in him the world has lost a pro­ 
found scholar, a distinguished states­ 
man, a lover and a protector of right 
and Justice, has lost one Mohoso power 
for amelioration of society has been ex­ 
ercised with such consummate skill 
and earnestness as to be felt every­ 
where and to gain for him universal 
admiration, 
Hence his death is de­ 
plored by all without distinction of 
aationality or creed. However, for us 
Catholics the loss is greater and still 
more keenly felt. In Leo XIII,, be^id( d 
the scholar, the statesman, the philan­ 
thropist, we have lost our spiritual 
father, the supreme pastor of our 
church, him who during his long pon­ 
tificate has watched with Incessant so­ 
licitude for our spiritual welfare and 
has spared no labor to proclaim farthe r 
and wider the kingdom of his dlvii 
master.

But when 
the nervous system is highly strung, 
it Avould be a life-long if not a futile 
task to endeavor to effect a perfect 
cure. It is the sensitive nervous girl 
who blushes easily, while the girl stolid 
by nature, or who by conventional 
education has her nerves under perfect 
control,

The Work Two Brothers Are Doing In 
« Little Known Island. 
The island of Celebes, Just east of 
Borneo, Is one of the most 
curiously 
shaped bits of land in tho 
world. 
With its central knot of mountains 
from which radiate long and narrow 
arms extending for hundreds of miles, 
the island locks on the maps like & 
picture of a devllflah. The whole 
island Is nothing but the tops of great 
mountain ranges rising from the shal- 
low sea floor; and a curious fact is ob- 
served about its form. 


If we examine the mountain system 
of Borneo a little to the west, we will 
observe that its ranges are arranged 
almost exactly like the tops of the 
form the island of Celebes. If Celebes 
were lifted a few hundred feet higher 
above sea level so that 
the shallow 
sea floor on which the mountains rest 
should come into the air the general 
shape of the Island 
and its ranges 
would give it a striking resemblance 
to Borneo. 


Celebes has been very little known 
except near the 
coasts. 
The Dutch 
have not attempted to bring the wud 
tribes of the interior into subjection, 
and their hostility to explorers has 
prevented exploration; and yet it is 
the third largest island in Indonesia 
and fourth in commercial importance^ 
and also, it is believed, in population. 


It is of particular interest from the 
fact that the narrow strait separating 
it from Borneo is the dividing line be- 
tween the prevailing Asiatic and Aus- 
tralian forms of animal and vegetable 
life. The plants and animals of Cel- 
ebes more nearly resemble those of 
Australia than of Asia, but they have 
developed peculiarities of their own. 


Two stout-hearted brothers named 
Sarasin, who have long lived on the 
coast, have devoted a great deal of 
their time in the past three or four 
years to the exploration of the island. 
They are absent for many months at 
a time, traveling in^ the interior at 
their own expense and making slow 
progress because they find that in- 
finite patience and gentleness are nec- 
essary in dealing with 
the natives. 
The Sarasin brothers have attracted 
great attention 
among 
geographers 
throughout ihe 
world 
because they 
have brought to light many hitherto 
unknown tribes in this densely peopled 
island and have revealed the aspects 
of large areas that no ether white 
men have visited. 


They have just returned from their 
latest trip which occupied about half 
a year. 
They crossed the island in a 
region where they had made no previ- 
ous journey, and, naturally, the plac- 
es, rivers, lakes and mountains which 
they name in their report are nbt to 
be found in the very best and latest 
atlases. 


They need to make only one or two 
more journeys to show the island in 
all its important aspects. 
Thus the 
work they are doing is contributing 
material for a good map of the Cele- 
bes, 


They say of their latest journey 
that their collections embrace very nu- 
merous objects illustrating ethnology, 
fauna, flora and geology; they have 
fixed the astronomical position of a 
large number of places and have de- 
termined 
their 
altitude. 
Their 
sur- 
veys, they say, will make important 
changes in the information now given 
on the maps of the central part of the 
island. 
They are already 
preparing 
to start on another expcCitlon.—New 
York Sun. 


Tlie Ulsck Wstch. 


The curious name of that famous 
Highland regiment, the Black Watch, 
goes bade to its origin. About 1729 it 
occurred to the Government to raise 
and organize independent 
companies 
of Highlanders, 
To distinguish them 
from the regular troops they were 
dressed in tarian of a black, green and 
blue pattern. As the regular troops 
>vere known in Gaelic as "red soldiers," 
so these Highlanders were on account 
of their sombre appearance, called "Am 
Freiceadan Dubh," or Black W^atch. 
Ten years later more Highland compa- 
nies were raised, and the whole of 
them were formed into a regiment of 
the line. This regiment "was embodied 
in Perthshire, and since then it has 
written the name of the Black Watch 
into many a page of British history.— 
London Chronicle.

The Work Two Brothers Are Doing In 
a Little Known Island. 
The island of Celebes, just east of 
Borneo, is one of the most curiously 
shaped bits of land in the world. 
With Its central knot of mountains 
from which radiate long and narrow 
arms extending for hundreds of miles, 
the island looks on the maps like a 
picture of a 
devilfish. The 
whole 
island is nothing but the tops of great 
mountain ranges rising from the shal­ 
low sea floor; and a curious fact is ob­ 
served about its form, 
If we examine the mountain system 
of Borneo a little to the west, we will 
observe that its ranges are arranged 
almost exactly like the tops 
of the 
form the island of Celebes. If Celebes 
were lifted a few hundred feet higher 
above sea level so that the shallow 
sea floor on which the mountains rest 
should come into the air the general 
shape of the island 
and its ranges 
would give it a striking reseniblance 
to Borneo. 
Celebes has been very little known 
except near the 
coasts. The Dutch 
have not attempted to bring the wild 
tribes of the interior into subjection, 
and their hostility to explorers 
has 
prevented exploration; and yet it is 
the third largest island in Indonesia 
and fourth in commercial importance, 
and also, it Is believed, in population. 
It Is of particular interest from the 
fact that the narrow strait separating 
it from Borneo is the dividing line be­ 
tween the prevailing Asiatic and Aus­ 
tralian forms of animal and vegetable 
life. The plants and animals of Cel­ 
ebes more nearly resemble those of 
Australia than of Asia, but they have 
developed peculiarities of their own* 
Two stout-hearted brothers named 
Sarasin, who have long lived on the 
coast, have devoted a great deal of 
their time in the past three or four 
years to the exploration of the island. 
They are absent for many months at 
a time, traveling in^ the interior 
at 
their own expense and making slow 
progress because they find 
that in­ 
finite patience and gentleness are nec­ 
essary in dealing with 
the natives. 
The Sarasin brothers have attracted 
great attention 
among 
geographers 
throughout the world because they 
have brought to light many hitherto 
unknown tribes in this densely peopled 
island and have revealed the aspects 
of large areas that no ether white 
men have visited. 
They have just returned from their 
latest trip which occupied about half 
a year. They crossed the island in a 
region where they had made no previ­ 
ous journey, and, naturally, the plac­ 
es, rivers, lakes and mountains which 
they name in their report are not to 
be found in the very best and latest 
atlases. 
They need to make only one or two 
more journeys to show the island in 
all its important aspects. Thus the 
work they are doing is contributing 
material for a good map of the Cele­ 
bes. 
They say of their latest journey 
that their collections embrace very nu­ 
merous objects illustrating ethnology, 
fauna, flora and geology; they have 
fixed the astronomical position of a 
large number of places and have de­ 
termined their altitude. Their sur­ 
veys, they say, will make important 
changes in the information now given 
on the maps of the central part of the 
island. They are already 
preparing 
to start on another expedition.—New 
York Sun. 


Tli0 Jllack WAtcha 
The curious name of that famous 
Highland regiment, the Black Watch, 
goes back to its origin. About 1729 it 
occurred to the Government to raise 
and organize independent companies 
of Highlanders. 
To distinguish them 
from the regular troops they were 
dressed in tarian of a black, green and 
blue pattern. 
As the regular troops 
were known in Gaelic as “red soldiers,’* 
so these Highlanders were on account 
of their sombre appearance, called “Am 
Freiceadan Dubh,’' or Black Watch. 
Ten years later more Highland compa­ 
nies were raised, and the 'svhole of 
them were formed into a regiment of 
the line. This regiment was embodied 
in Perthshire, and since then it has 
written the name of the Black Watch 
into many a page of British history.— 
London Chronicle.

The actual needs of the Chinaman are greater iu 
this country than in China. The climate iu the Kwang-Tung Provinces is so 
mild that all he requires at home is a thin cotton blouse and trousers, and two 
eitra garments for winter. His hat is of roughly pleated straw, and hc^wears 
straw sandals. In this country he must wear woolen clothing, a felt hat, and 
leather boots, if a laborer. 
His boots in America cost four or five times as 
much as his whole outfiet in China. 


The food bought by the Chinese is often quite as expensive as that of the 
whites. Instead of living almost altogether on rice and chop sooy, as is the 
general impression. Chinamen, being quite as fond of meat as Americans, buy 
pork, beef and chickens. Chop sooy Is made to sell to curious white persons 
who risit Chinatown. 
In the vicinity of any large city where there is any 
considerable Chinese colony, there are truck gardens devoted to raising vege- 
tables exclusively for Chinamen from seeds brought from their native land. 
These yegetables are unknown to Americans. 
But the Chinese also consume 
large quantities of the finer kinds of American vegetables. 
The Chinaman 
has a sweet tooth, also; and in the best Chinese restaurants in San Francisco. 
New York, Chicago, and other large cities, the best of wines are served to 
Chinese as well as American customers, together Avith the finest and most ex- 
pensive foods. In the average Chinese restaurant in those cities good board 
can be had by the Chinese for from $15 to $20 a month, and these restaurants 
are largely patronized. 
As a rule, the Chinamen are compelled to lodge In 
mean quarters; but in New York and San Francisco there are a number o£ 
well-appointed homes, occupied by the families of well-to-do Chinese mer- 
chants, which the American seldom or never sees. In New York there is an 
apartment house, up-to-date In every respect, occupied by Chinese families. 
The Chinaman sticks as closely as he can to the traditions and customs of his 
country, wiiich are strange to the Occidental, and. therefore, a subject for cojiw 
ment and often for derision.

The Chines^ in America. 
By Sunyow« Pan^* 
ENERALLY it Is the impression among Americans that the Chinese 
in this country are parsimlnious. 
This is not the case. 
The 
Chinese have earned enormous amounts of money, to be sure, but 
they hav^ also spent largely. Their savings may be estimated as 
not more than ten per cent, of W’hat they earn, w^hich is very often 
permanently invested In this country, and does not go to China. 
Laborers seldom save anything, and this is as true of the Chinese 
as of other nationalities. 
In the first place, the Chinaman is 
usually charged more for w hat he buys than any one else, and 
again he is inclined to be a spendthrift when he can. 
He is an 
epicure in his own way. He is also fond of silk clothes and expensive shoes. 
Very often he is a gambler. The actual needs of the Chinaman are greater in 
this country than in China. The climate in the Kwang-Tung Provinces is so 
mild that all he requires at home is a thin cotton blouse and trousers, and two 
eilra garments for winter. His hat is of roughly pleated straw, and he^wears 
straw sandals. In this country he must w^ear woolen clothing, a felt hat, and 
leather boots, if a laborer. 
His boots In America cost four or five times as 
much as his w’hole outfiet in China. 
The food bought by the Chinese Is often quite as expensive as that of the 
whites. Instead of living almost altogether on rice and chop sooy, as is tho 
general impression, Chinamen, being quite as fond of meat as Americans, buy 
pork, beef and chickens. Chop sooy is made to sell to curious Avhite persons 
who rlsit Chinatown. 
In the vicinity of any large city where there is any 
considerable Chinese colony, there are truck gardens devoted to raising vege­ 
tables exclusively for Chinamen from seeds brought from their native land. 
These vegetables are unknown to Americans. 
But the Chinese also consume 
large quantities of the finer kinds of American vegetables. 
The Chinaman 
has a sweet tooth, also; and in the best Chinese restaurants in San Francisco, 
New York, Chicago, and other large cities, the best of wines are served to 
Chinese as well as American customers, together with tho finest and most ex­ 
pensive foods. In the average Chinese restaurant in those cities good board 
can be had by the Chinese for from $15 to $20 a month, and these restaurants 
are largely patronized. 
As a rule, the Chinamen are compelled to lodge in 
mean quarters; but in New York and San Francisco there are a number of 
well-appointed homes, occupied by the families of well-to-do Chinese mer* 
chants, which the American seldom or never sees. In New York there is an 
apartment house, up-to-date in every respect, occupied by Chinese families. 
The Chinaman sticks as closely as he can to the traditions and customs of his 
country, w^hich are strange to the Occidental, and. therefore, a subject for cojiw 
ment and often for derision.

Plan 


It looks as though Samuel L, Johns, of 
McSherrystown, was about to become a 
sour krout king as well as a tobaco mon- 
arch. 
He has embarked in a new busi- 
ness. 
Last fall he purchased a farnv 
from Mrs. Amanda Delloue, near that 
borough, which contains a large portion 
of meadow laud, a deep loamy soil, along 
Flum Creek. 
Mr Johns has had three 
acres of this land plowed and put iu 
good condition for the purpose of plant, 
ing cabbage. 
It will require about 
000 plants, requiring two or. three days 
to do the work. 
Mr. Johns has adopted 
a new method to facilitate this work, us- 


luir a tobacco planter. 


This piece of machinery is pulled by 
two horses, and requires a driver, and 
two men. who sit on the machine and 
place the plants iu position, the lower 
portion of the stalk being provided with 
about half a pint of water from a barrel, 
tind are coyered with ground by two 
shovels attached ><3 the machine. 
If the 
ground is in goo'cl condition, the work is 
rapid and the planting as good as by 
hand.

The brilliantly plumed birds of the 
tropical forests are exposed to many 
dangers, and if they were not gifted 
with queer yet useful instincts they 
would certainly fail ready victims to 
their enemies. 
Chattering monkeys 
and big snakes steal and eat their 
eggs, while their fledglings are preyed 
upon by foas on every side. 
But it takes a sly monkey or snake 
to get ahead of the mother tailor bird. 
She hides her nest so skillfully that her 
enemies cannot find It, no matter how 
hard they try. This .she does by using 
her long, slender bill as a needle. 
With the tough fibre of a parasite 
plant abundant in tbe tropics as a 
thread, she sews a dead leaf taken 
from the ground to a living one near 
the end of a slender and hanging 
branch, and between these leaves she 
builds her nest, where neither monkey 
nor snake can approach, because the 
branch will not bear their weight. 
Tbe Indian sparrow is equally In­ 
genious. She makes her nest of grass, 
which she weaves like cloth, and in 
the shape of a bottle. Then she covers 


OSTRICH FAWMiNC PWOFITABLE. 
k. K*w Indvttrr In the Arid 
«T 
Arlsoiia. 
“There Is money In raising ostrlche«, 
nnd this fact has been demonstrated 
by the owners of an ostrich farm In 
Arizona,” remarked Colonel W. S. 
Hadley, of Phoenix. Ariz. "There are 
now about 100 ostriches on this farm, 
nnd all the birds are doliig well. Tbe 
farm was first started as'^n experi­ 
ment, but it has proved to lie a fairly 
good business venture. 
Tb^ ostrich 
has tunny peculiar habits, and 
took 
.«!ome time for tbe managers of "ihe 
farm to learu how to handle these sW 
hara Desert birds. 
For instance, the' 
femnlo makes a nest by scratching a 
hole In the ground large enough to hold 
a bushel basket. She Inys twenty eggs 
before she commences to sit. 
Bach 
egg is left just outside the nest until 
the twenty eggs encircle the hole In 
the ground. Then the female kicks all 
tbe eggs into the bole with one foot. 
She sits at night, and the male sits on 
the nest In the daytime, thus taking 
turn about until the young ostricbcs 
are hatched. 
“A young ostrich must be one year 
old before It can be ‘picked.’ An os­ 
trich has scarcely any feathers on Its 
jieck and_ breast, and Is. therefore, an 
ungainly looking bird. The long feath­ 
ers, known In the trade as ostrich 
plumes, are plucked from tbe wings. 
These plumes are shipped to New 
York, and bring from ?7 to 
Pcr. 
pound. 
Of course, these plumes are 
there cleaned and steamed and, when 
fully prepai’ed for the millinery mar­ 
ket, bring from $7 to $9 apiece. An old 
ostrich is worth from .?75 to $100, and 
a young one Is worth from $40 to $50, 
and they are sold at those prices to 
menageries ' and zoological gardens 
throughout the country. Another rev­ 
enue comes to this farm from the sale 
of ostrich eggs. Persons buy them os 
curiosities, paying $5 apiece for them. 
It has been found that the ostrich 
thrives splendidly on the alfalfa grass 
that grows wild in Arizona. 
Some­ 
times corn Is fed to them. It Is quite 
amusing to see a long necked ostrich 
swallow a whole ear of corn as easily 
as a chicken swallows one grain of 
corn.”—Globe-Democrat.

In Lon­ 
don criminality had so largely in­ 
creased that between 3000 nnd 4000 
prisoners of both sexes have to bo 
transferred to provincial Jails for lack 
of adequate accommodation In the me­ 
tropolis, 
Nor la this terrible growtii 
of lawlessness of an abnormal charac­ 
ter; It appears to have acquired nor­ 
mality, Judging from tbe fact that tbo 
number of London commitments In­ 
creased from 38,373 in IW l to 
ia X8U1.

A writer in tl o London Spectator 
says that the site of sparrows’ nests 
is chosen with great care, and always 
with a view to avoid danger from 
cats. They shun any proximity to or­ 
dinary roofs of bouses where cats are 
likely to disturb them, but the erection 
of a corrugated Iron roof In their 
neighborhood will attract them all 
from their old nests, as tbe cavities 
underneath furnish homes for hun­ 
dreds of them, where they are entirely 
safe, as no cat can reach them. 
Among other curious things related 
Is one of how they cling to a particular 
block of bouses, or, maybe, only to the 
front of a row of bouses, never going 
to the back, or vice versa. One spring­ 
time, when these birds seem especially 
inclined to pull up the early crocus, 
it was noticed tbat a number of these 
flowers in front of some bouses were 
totally destroyed by tbe brood of spar« 
rows living there, but tbe flowers at 
tbe back of the same house were un­ 
touched, and tbe brood of birds living 
there were busy at work at something 
else.

Dutchmen, negroes or Arrowaks were 
all meat to them, yet these Carlbs 
seem to have shown an Interesting 
preference for certain nationalities. 
Davis, for Instance, In his Histoiy of 
the Caribby Islands, tells us that “the 
Carlbbeans have tasted of all tbe na­ 
tions that have frequented them, and 
aflirms tbat the French are the most 
delicate, and tbe Spaniards are hard­ 
est of digestion.” 
Laborde, also. In 
one of his jaunts In St. Vincent, ap­ 
pears to have overtaken on the road 
a communicative Carib who was be- 
guildlng tbe tedium of bis journey by 
gnawing the remains of a boiled hu­ 
man foot. 
This gentleman only ate 
Arrowaks.—London Chronicle. 


Sydney P«rlUni0nt House# 
In January, 1B88, Lord Carrington, 
then governor of New South Wales, 
laid tbe foundation stone of what was 
intended to be a gorgeous pile of par­ 
liamentary buildings In Sydney.

Miraculous Escapc of Repair Gang, 


Friday evening last Mr. A, A. Saudeis, 
foromiin, with his gang of four other 
men, employed on this section of the W.

They were returning 
from their days work on the hand car on 
schedule time, and were coming down 
grade in the cut just West of the iron 
bridge, at the rate of SO or 35 mile« an 
hour, when they noticed coming around 
the curve extra freight No. 51, at sv rate 
of 35 miles, an hour.

Mr. Sanders threw 
his weight ou the brake of his car and 
all hands jumped for their lives, cxccpt 
Daniel Stoops, who was thrown by the 
suaden stop of the car, headforemost be- 
tween the rails ou the roadbed, sustain- 
ing from the fall a compound fracture of 
the left arm at the wrist besides being 
badly bruised about the elbow and shoul- 
der. When the train had passed Mr. 
Stoops was found lying just outside the 
rail and the drivers of the engine had 
taken a piece of his shirt sleeve off his 
arm and slightly pinched the flesh. How 
he got outside the rails and was not 
ground to pieces, is a mystery to himself 
i^nd his fellowmen. The other men were 
all more or less bruised and shaken up, 
Mr Smith Stoops, a cousin of Daniel, 
had one of his eyes badly injured. 
The 
hand car was struck by the engine and 
thrown to the side of the track a total 
wreck 
The men had no warning of the 
approaching train, until it was almost 
upon them, and their escape from being 
badly maimed or crushed was a most mi- 
raculous one.

EARTHQUAKE RECORDS. 


Arc Carefully Kept from All Points 
by New Seismograph. 


We have lately heard much of the 
wonderful manner in 
which 
earth­ 
quake 
disturbances 
are 
registered 
very often at places 
remote 
from 
their center of activity. 
Thus the 
aeismograph invented by Prof. John 
Milne, and kept a t h*s home in the 
Isle of Wight, has been known to re­ 
cord earth vibrations which had their 
origin at the other siue of the world. 
The main feature of the instrum ent 
is a slender rod of steel about a yard 
long, which is attached to a solid 
upright, the two being arranged like 
a mast and boom of a ship. 
At the 
ends of this delicately balanced hori­ 
zontal rod or pendulum is a tiny plate 
of brass with a slit in it parallel with 
the boom itself. 
This crosses a simi­ 
lar slit at right angles to it in the top 
of a box which contains 
a 
slowly 
traveling ribbon of sensitive photo­ 
graphic paper, and by means of a 
lamp and mirror a beam of light is 
sent through the crossed slits 
onto 
the paper below. So long as the boom 
remains perfectly still 
the 
record 
traced on the paper by the light takes 
the form of a continuous line; but 
when the delicate rod is caused to 
vibrate the line is interrupted by lat­ 
eral thickenings. 
As the paper tape 
is marked with hours and minutes 
the exact time when any earth dis­ 
turbance takes place is plainly indi­ 
cated.

The Use of Insecticides. 
The fruit grower who expects to have 
fair crops of fruit must begin with the 
use of insecticides early. He must not 
delay too late in the spring, as the first 
spraying is sometimes the most impor* 
tnnt of all, 
Paris green will not do* 
stroy the insects that live on sap, nor 
will kerosene injure remedies, there­ 
fore, it must be done with an object in 
view and with a kuowledge of the hab* 
Its of the parasites or insects to be de­ 
stroyed. 


When Apple Trees Bear Fruit. 
Apple trees do not bear full crops un­ 
til ten years old or more. 
Making an 
estimate it may be claimed that a tree 
twenty years old will produce from 
twenty-five to forty bushels of apples. 
A pear tree fifteen years old should 
produce twenty to thirty bushels. 
A 
peach tree four years old should pro­ 
duce from four to ten Uushels. A tree 
may not do so well in some sections, 
as much depends upon the variety and 
also the care bestowed# 


Shipping F rull to Market* 
Those who ship fruit to market may 
not be familiar with the methods of 
handling fruit by the carriers and 
merchants. 
Fruit started from the 
farm may be apparently well and 
properly packed, and yet arrive in the 
market in poor condition. The packing 
of fruit for market requires judgm ent 
and experience. There is something 
to learn, and every grower should 
give attention to securing information 
in that direction. One of the most 
important points is to have the fruit 
uniform, and of the same quality at 
the bottom of the basket or box as 
at the top, buyers always making close 
examination. 


Old Strait berry Beds* 
“How many years can I make a 
strawberry bed bear fruit? Is it true 
that I must plant every year a new 
bed?” 
No, it is not true, although, 
where you r.re growing strawberries 
for profit it is not advisable to under­ 
take to get but one heavy, full crop be­ 
fore turning under. I frequently get a 
fairly good crop from a bed th at is in 
bearing four years. 
The fact is th at 
to perpetuate a strawberry bed for 
profit—certainly beyond the second or 
third 
years, is 
more expense and 
trouble than to plant new ones. I am 
letting one old bed run wild this year. 
In the old x’ows I dug away enough to 
let me plant corn. 
The corn gave a 
splendid crop, while the vines were 
running between the rows. I have cut 
the corn, and now shall cover the bed 
with compost. 
In the spring I shall 
plow out the old rows, corn stumps 
and all, and leave the new vines that 
have grown between the rows to bear* 
They have not established themselves 
quite evenly, but have done so well 
that I shall have a good bed. The only 
trouble will be that these rows are a 
shade lower than the soil, which I 
shall plow; they should stand a little 
higher. The one-crop plan has the ad­ 
vantage of getting rid of weeds, in­ 
sects and rusts.—E. P. Powell, in New 
York Tribune Farmer* 


C orer C rops F or O rchards* 
On the management of the orchard 
depends success in fruit growing. All 
work should be done at the proper 
time. 
To secure the best results with 
a cover crop that lives over winter it 
should be plowed under early in the 
spring while it is sufficiently succulent 
to rapidly decay. A crop that is plowed 
under late in the spring, after it be­ 
comes more or less woody, decays 
slowly, keeps the soil too loose and 
serves then rather to dry it out than to 
retain moisture. In some sections also 
the crop may do injury by the evapor­ 
ation of moisture from its leaves if al­ 
lowed to grow too late in spring. The 
kind of crop to grow can only be deter­ 
mined by local conditions. 
In general 
the best crops are those th at can be 
grown after tree growth stops, con­ 
tinue growth late in the fall, make a 
close, thick cover, live over winter and 
furnish green manure. 
Ked clover, 
though a good green manurJal crop, is 
not suitable in orchards, as it does not 
start well until late in summer and re­ 
quires too much time to reach full de­ 
velopment. 
In Canada the mammoth 
clover serves well. In New York both 
the mammoth clover and the European 
vetch have Jjeen found excellent. >Soja 
beans and cow peas have given good 
results as far north as Connecticut, 
In New York field peas remain green 
after frost and make a good covering. 
In New Jersey crimson clover sown in 
July proved a valuable crop for the 
purpose. 
In some sections it is liable 
to be winter killed if sown too late, 
When a non-nitrogenous fertilizer is 
not desired rye makes a good covei 
crop. It is useful on light sandy lands, 
and oats, barley, millet and wheat may 
be resorted to if necessary, A crop of 
crimson clover plowed under in May, 
and the land at once seeded to the 
“Wonderful” variety of cow peas, the 
vines to remain on the ground through 
the winter, is a practice which hag

The New Law That Is Now In Force 
There. 
On April 1, 1903. Germany’s new 
m eat inspection law goes Into effect, 
necessitating the erection of 
many 
new buildings for use as Inspection 
stations, etc., and among the experts 
employed will be microscopists, vet­ 
erinary surgeons and chemists, en­ 
tailing a preparatory 
expense 
that 
gives the law a stamp of permanency. 
It is believed that the inspection will 
materially retard the importation of 
meats, which amounted to over 
$7,- 
000,000 in value last year. 
It is re­ 
ported 
that 
butcher's 
associations 
have within the past two months held 
many meetings to devise 
means 
of 
stopping the continual decrease in the 
supply of live stock available for their 
use. 
The sale of fresh meat to the 
laboring classes is steadily decreasing, 
which accounts for the gain of over 
$1,200,000 in the importation of fresh 
and smoked fish last year, as com­ 
pared with 1900.

The Repeated Initials 
of 
Napoleon 
and Henry IV. Seen in Paris. 
For nearly a century thousands of 
feet every month have pressed the 
present pavement on the river side 
of the Louvre, in Paris, and as many 
eyes have looked on 
it, 
and 
yet, 
strange as it may seem, not until the 
pavement was quite recently repaired 
were huge letters . discovered 
that 
take up the entire width of the way. 
Now, when attention is called to them, 
outlines of repeated initials 
of 
two 
sovereigns under whom 
the 
palace 
was largely increased can be plainly 
seen, and there they will be allowed 
to remain, though the pavement all 
around them be relaid. These paving 
stones are supposed to have been ifut 
down by Lefuel when he laid the pave­ 
ment, and in front of the Pavillion 
Lesdiguieres they are so arranged as 
to form two large letters “H,” evi­ 
dently in memory of Henry IV., who 
finished the long gallery west of the 
southwest corner of the original quad­ 
rangle. 
Two letters “N” are in front 
of the Pavilion Tremoille, initials that 
recall the great Napoleon, whose vic­ 
tories in Italy gave him the spoils of 
its works of art in the beginning of the 
last century, that were placed in the 
Louvre, which Under his direction was 
restored and completed and made the 
repository of the art works of France,

THE 
DAISY.

opposite each wire, one on either 8lde 
of tho main st.dk, and train them along 
the wires; this gives us two arms, »0 
to speak, nmning along each wire ají 
the end of the second year from plant^ 
Ing. The third season tho fruiting bud¿ 
must be handled» and it is a good plan 
to select every other bud to supply thq 
canes necessary for the upright growth 
from the arms. 
This upright growtli 
is shortened in from time to time duW 
ing the growing season, so as to throW 
the strength Into the fruiting caneel 
This system of training requires laboil - 
but St gives most excellent results.*-}

Damag'ed by Wind Storm. 
The Comet says : A cyclone passed 
over the upper end of Huntington and 
Latimore towuships on last Saturday af­ 
ternoon and left in its wake a demolish­ 
ed building and nnmberless trees, etc. 
Shortly after noon storm clouds arose 
in the northwest which grew steadily 
heavier and blacker until they took on a 
hue of inky blackness 
At lirst the 
storm started down the South mountain 
but all at once the course changed and 
the clouds came down from the moun­ 
tain with the speed of a race horse. 
The worst damage orcurred at George 
Waldkirch’s place back of Latimore post- 
ofllce. 
Here giant trees were uprooted 
and a Inrgc wagon shed in which were 
stored a buggy, wagons and farm ma 
chinery was blowù down and the ve­ 
hicles badly broken and mashed. 
At James Johnston’s, a nei/^hbor of 
Mr. Waldrich’s, a large number of apple 
trees were blown down. 
The ccrove of trees, 85 in number, be­ 
longing to Mrs. Mary Lerew was totally 
destroyed, the trees being 
uprooted, 
broken off and twisted in every coceiv- 
able shape 
John Bear had two horses badly injur­ 
ed and had a narrow escape from being 
crushed to death. 
He was bringing in 
a load of hay to which four horses were 
attached and was just within a short dist­ 
ance of the barn when the cyclone struck 
a large tree uprooting it and throwing it 
on the two wheel horses crushing them 
to the earh. Had Mr I3ear been sitting 
on the saddle horse at the time he would 
undoubtedly have been killed but fortu 
natcly he was walking along the-wagon 
at the time.

Cabbagfe Planting^ on Wholesale 
Plan 
It looks as though Samuel L. Johns, of 
j\IcSherrystown, was about to become a 
sour krout king as w’ell as a tobaco mon- 
trch» 
He has embarked in a new^ busi­ 
ness. 
Last fall he purchased a fannia 
from Mrs. Amanda Dellone, near that 
borough, which contains a large portion 
)f meadow land, a deep loamy soil, along 
Plum Creek, 
Mr Johns has had three 
acres of this land plowed and put iu 
good condition for the purpose of plant, 
ing cabbage. 
It will require about 80, 
000 plants, requiring two or, three days 
to do the work. 
Mr. Johns has adopted 
a new method to facilitate this work, ns- 
inir a tobacco planter. 
This piece of machinery is pulled by 
tw^o horses, and requires a d»*iver, and 
tw'o men, who sit on the machine and 
place the plants in position, the lower 
portion of the stalk being provided with 
about half a pint of water from a barrel, 
and are covered with ground by two 
shovels attached 
the machine. If the 
ground is in goo"d condition, the work is 
rapid and the planting as good as by 
hand. Mr. Johns contemplates making 
^‘kraut” with the cabbagc in the fall, and 
shipping it to the Baltimore markets. 
His neighbors await the result of his en­ 
terprise in the sour-krout business with 
anxiety,

Vein of Copper Ore in Gettysburg:. 
It is not every man who has a copper 
mine in his back yard.

Fined for Violating: the Blue Laws* 
The lately elected Chief Burgess in 
MeSherrystowu has received his first les­ 
son on the ‘Maws of the land,’* and paid 
his first fine for playing baseball on Sun­ 
day 
One of the constables of that on 
terprising borough was handed a notice 
some time ago, that the boys who were 
playing baseball were disturbing the 
pi ace of the community in general and 
of the complainant in particular, by 
knocking the ball over the fence into the 
yards of some of the neijihbors 
The 
constable promptly served the notice on 
the boys, among whom was found the 
Chief iBurgess of the town 
The notice 
failed to produce any elTect and the fol­ 
lowing Sunday the constable saw the 
same party playing ball. 
Armed with a 
warrant, early on the following Monday 
morning the con?table sallied forth in 
search of one of the offenders, and haled 
the Chief Burgess into court, where he 
admitted that he had played ball, and 
was promptly fined by justice Smith ]|;4 
and costs of suit, making in all over sev­ 
en dollars. 
Since the above was in type the Bur­ 
gess has published a letter iu which he 
says: 
“I wish, first, to deny that I paid 
a fine for playing ba.si ‘»all on Sunday, 
but paid it foi butting three balls to two 
children who happened to be tossing a 
ball within sight of the constable’s house. 
This fine was paid in .accordance with 
the old “Blue Laws,” and not for a vio­ 
lation of any borough ordinance 
I wish 
to stale, further, that I do not think it 
was the seriousness of the charge that 
caused my arrest and fine, as the condi­ 
tion of the enterprising gentleman who 
handled'this case indicated a few hours 
later.*^

1609 a Frenchman named Veron dis- 
tributed a number of young mulberry 
trees through the Midland counties by 
order of James L, who, as is well 
known, desired to encourage the cul- 
ture of silkworms.

Miraculous Escape of Repair Gang;. 
Friday evening last Mr. A. A. Saudeis, 
foreman, with his gang of four other 
men, employed on this section of the W. 
M. Railroad, made a miraculous escape 
with their liyes. They were returning 
from their days work on the hand car on 
schedule time, and were coming down 
grade in the cut just West of the iron 
bridge, at the rate of SO or 25 miles an 
hour, when they noticed coming around 
the curve extra freight No. 51, at a rate 
of 35 miles, an hour. The engine was 
then not more thail six or eight rails 
length from them. Mr. Sanders threw 
his w^eight on the brake of his car and 
all hands jumped for their lives, except 
Daniel Stoops, who was thrown by the 
sudden stop of the car, headforemost be­ 
tween the rails on the roadbed, sustain­ 
ing from the fall a compound fracture of 
the left arm at the wrist besides being 
badly bruised about the elbow and shoul­ 
der. When the train had passed Mr* 
Stoops was found lying just outside the 
rail and the drivers of the engine had 
taken a piece of his shirt sleeve off his 
arm and slightly pinched the flesh. How 
he got outside the rails and was not 
ground to pieces, is a mystery to himself 
and his fellowmen. The other men were 
all more or less bruised and shaken up, 
Mr Smith Stoops, a cousin of Daniel, 
had one of his eyes badly injured. The 
hand car was struck by the engine and 
thrown to the side of the track a total 
wreck 
The men had no warning of the 
approaching train, until it was almost 
upon them, and their escape from being 
badly maimed or crushed was a most mi­ 
raculous one. The Messrs. Stoops above 
mentioned are formerly from Fairfield, 
and have been employed on this setion 
the past few mouths.

Two Larg^e Barns Burned by Ligfht- 
ning* 
A very severe thunder storm passed 
over parts of this county on Monday af­ 
ternoon and considerable damage was 
done by the high wind and heavy down­ 
pour of rain. During the storm two 
large barns in JJeading township, were 
struck by lightning and entirely con­ 
sumed. On the farm of Lewis Bosser- 
man, tenanted by Ammon Chronister, 
near the Bermudian church, the large 
bank barn, over 100 feet in length by 65 
feet in width, with three floors and built 
of best material, which was just complet­ 
ed this spring, was struck and with all 
this year’s crop of grain and hay, with 
the exception of 5 loads, some farm im­ 
plements, &c., was consumed.

APPLE 
CULTIVATION. 
The efforts to produce the seeds of 
an apple exhausts tho tree more than 
to produce the much better quantity 
of meat, because seeds contain a much 
larger proportion of the mineral ele­ 
ments. A.S much m e a t or pulp can be 
grown on 50O tine large apple trees as 
upon 1000 siTftil, Inferior ones, but th« 
production of seeus >vlll be only one- 
half as greiit. 
Thus “thinning’' not

Canals on the Brain. 
What, then, is the conclusion to be 
drawn? 
It Is, I think, probable, that 
the so-called canals (with the excep­ 
tion perhaps of a j.ew of the darkest 
and most prominent seen with low 
telescopic power) may not really ex­ 
ist upon Mars; and also that the ap­ 
parent doubling, seen in many of them, 
may be still more delusive.

I consider that 
this conclusion is supported by the ex­ 
periments quoted, and by the physiol­

accommodation, astigmatism 
and diplopia in the human eye. And 
I believe that there is also a subtle 
Influence which is often conjointly ef' 
fective upon the brain and nerves of 
an objecthrdlu hrdlu hrdlu pu pu pu 
an observer.
